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1. The February meeting of 
the Ft. Wayne Radio Club 
was held at the Good Shep- 
herd United Methodist 
Church on 20 February, 
1998. There were about 30 
people present and the 
meeting was hosted by Pres- 
ident Bill Stockslager. 


2. The January Minutes were 
read and there were no cor- 
rections. 


3. Treasurer Bob Streeter 
summarized the Club’s fi- 
nancial positions as follows:

4. Bill Stockslager noted that 
all of the repeaters appeared 
to be working ok. 


5. Call Rittenhouse reported 
that the February Foxhunt 
has been won by Vic Keller, 
N9GK, and the next hunt 
would occur as usual the first

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Sunday in March starting at 
13:30 from Schoaf Park. 
Carl also announced that a 
new simplified Foxhunt 
scoring system was being 
implemented. Three points 
will be gained for coming in 
1st, two points for coming in 
2nd ,one point for coming in 
3rd, and one and one half 
points will be gained for be- 
ing the Fox. 


6. Bill tockslager an- 
nounced that the Club’s 
plans to provide community 
support to our meeting place 
host, the Good Shepherd 
United Methodist Church, 
was proceeding. Everyone 
will agree that the meeting 
facilities provided to the 
Club by the church are first 
class. When the church was 
first approached about pro- 
viding facilities for our meet- 
ings, it was agreed that we 
would expiore some form of 
Support towards the church 
in partial payment for the 
facilities provided. Bill Hall 
has been working with the 
church Elders and noted 
that the church will be in- 
Stalling new landscaping 
around the newly con- 
Structed addition to the 
church in about six to eight 
weeks and this may provide 
FWRC the opportunity to 
donate some weekend man- 
power in installing scrubs in 
support of the landscaping 
task. Bill Hall will keep us 
informed as this opportunity 
to repay our gracious hosts 
develops. 


7. Bill Stockslager noted that 
plans are moving forward 
for the Dayton Hamfest Bus. 
We will provide, for sure, a 
47 passenger bus, and per- 
haps a 57 passenger unit if 
things work out. The fee 
charged is $20.00 per per- 
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son and it will depart for the 
Hamfest around 04:00 on 
Saturday May 16, 1998 and 
return to Ft. Wayne around 
19:00. This is an outstand- 
ing way to spend a stress 
ree day at the Hamfest.

crew that populates the bus. 
Seats go quick so don't wait! 


8. Bill Stockslager com- 
mented on the plans to pro- 
vide the FWRC with a little 
Public Relations exposure 
along with providing Com- 
munity Support by noting 
that Carole Burke has ar- 
ranged for six club members 
to participate in the WFWA 
- TV 39 Public Television 
Telethon on the evening of 
March 13. Six club mem- 
bers will be on live at the 
TV-39 studio during program 
breaks that solicit financial 
support for TV-39’s opera- 
tion. 


9. Bill announced that the 
Spring Banquet is being tar- 
geted for Friday 8 May and 
will be club meeting. Some 
discussion occurred be- 
cause of possible conflicts 
with activities planned for 
the Church that evening, 
and Bill Hall agreed to re- 
solve the potential issue. 
Previous analysis by the 
Board of Directors, in ana- 
lyzing the Club’s budget, had 
determined that the Spring 
Banquet needed to be a 
Carry-in affair because of the 
financial capabilities of the 
Club. So the Spring Ban- 
quet will be a carry-in in 
regards all food with the ex- 
ception of drinks, condi-

ments and placements. The 
exact date of the Banquet 
will be resolved and pub- 
lished in the Hamspaltter in 
the near future. Probable 
dates are either 8 May or 22 
May. 


10. Becky Stockslager an- 
nounced that the Board of 
Directors was investigating 
the possibility of developing 
a “Ham Cookbook” that 
would contain receipts with a 
Ham Radio bent and that 
could be used to raise funds 
to supplement the Club trea- 
sury. The FWRC Hamfest 
was a significant input to the 
club in terms of cash flow 
but is no longer providing a 
supplement to the Treasury. 
Becky’s prior experience 
with Cookbooks in PTA ac- 
tivities suggests that a Cook- 
book can provide a means of 


supplementing the Club’s 
bank account. Note that we 


are pulling in the reigns on 
the Spring banquet because 
of the realities of the Club’s 
budget. The Cookbook is a 
way that Club members can 
support the Club, and en- 
hance what the club can pro- 
vide with a minimal effort on 
the part of the Club member- 
ship. The Cookbook would 
contain about six different 
sections and would consist 
of recipes from club mem- 
bers. We would expect to 
have recipes for things like 
“Field Day Chili’, Contest 
Cookies” and so forth. Do- 
nation of a recipe would im- 
mortalize your culinary ex- 
pertise and your call sign. 
Becky estimates that devel- 
opment of a cookbook with 
subsequent sales of 200 
copies (at about $8.00 per 
copy) would net about $480 
to the Club coffers; sale of 
400 copies could net around 
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$1000 to the club. We would 
sell the Cookbook to Club 
members and at various 
Hamfests. Becky and Car- 
ole Burke have volunteered 
to honcho the project, but it 
will depend upon submittal 
of recipes from members to 
make it a success. A deci- 
sion to proceed with this ini- 
tiative was put to a vote with 
the members present and 
the motion was_ passed. 
Therefore Becky and Carole 
will proceed with this initia- 
tive. 


11. Bill Stockslager com- 
mented that the Club’s 


Board had concluded that an 
Education Committee needs 
to be constituted to support 
the very important require- 
ment to provide training for 
new and upgrading Hams. 
This has been a historic ini- 
tiative of the Club through- 
out it’s existence. However, 
Club members who have 
historically provided the la- 
bor to implement the neces- 
sary code and theory train- 
ing that develops new Hams 
and upgrades existing Hams 
are retired, and many have 
moved out of the area. De- 
velopment of new Hams into 
the hobby is fundamental to 
our hobby’s existence. So 
Bill is asking for a member 
to volunteer to be a coordi- 
nator of this activity, and is 
also asking for members 
who can provide code and 
theory training. Our hobby 
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won't survive without this 
kind of commitment, so con- 
tact Bill if you are interested 
in supporting this important 
initiative. 
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12. Bill Hall noted thata 3
